The  similarity  of  response  to  jazz,  contemporary  music  and  opera  encourages  me  to  make 
only  one  change  in  programming;  the  inclusion,  where  possible,  of  these  kinds  of  music  within 
our  regular  programming,  which  we're  now  doing  regularly. 

I  should  like  to  quote  from  a  letter  I  recently  sent  to  a  subscriber:  "KPFA  is  not  a  con- 
temporary music  station.  KPFA  is  in  fact  not  a  music  station,  nor  has  it  ever  intended  to  be  a  music 
station.  As  I  see  it,  KPFA  is  committed  to  broadcast  material  of  significance  to  our  culture  and 
society,  and  my  implementation  of  that  commitment  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  the 
broadcasting,  first,  of  material  which  is  not  to  be  found  elsewhere  (since  duplication  of  pro- 
gramming to  be  found  on  other  stations  seems  no  great  service  to  our  subscribers),  and  secondly, 
of  programming  the  material  we  do  broadcast  in  contexts  which  enhance  individual  compositions." 

I  suppose  we  have  a  further  aim  in  our  programming  which  is  to  present  the  music  tradition 
in  its  entirety,  as  a  living,  expanding  heritage.  We  are  limited  by  our  materials,  our  knowledge 
and  the  time  at  our  disposal.  We  hope  to  approximate  these  goals.
